Craig Stutzky, the Bent Rim Bugle's first publisher 

"In the beginning there was just an idea. The idea was that mountain bik¬ 
ers in Michigan should have their own newsletter so they would know what 
the heck was going on. It could have articles that were serious or funny, 
calendar of events, race results, pictures, cartoons, and whatever else 
seemed like a good idea at the time. It sounded so simple back then, back 
at Pando II when I first came up with idea for the BRB (which was named 
later by Mr. "l-don’t-want-to-get-involved-but-l've-got-all-these-great-ideas- 
Pruett' 1 .) And look what it has grown into!

From the desk of Executive Director - Todd Scott 


Thanks Senator Levin 

The President’s 2007 proposed budget includes a 6% cut 
to the National Park Service’s Rivers, Trails, and Conser¬ 
vation Areas (RTCA) program. A coalition including IMBA, 
the American Hiking Society, and the National Recreation 
and Parks Association approached the MMBA for help. 
They needed a Democratic Senator co-sponsor a “Dear 
Colleague” letter in support of the RTCA program funding. 
The MMBA worked with Senator Carl Levin and he agreed 
to circulate the letter along with Republican Senator Susan 
Collins of Maine. We helped get 19 Senators now signed 
onto the letter, including Senator Debbie Stabenow. The 
letter has been presented to the Appropriations Subcom¬ 
mittee for the Interior. 

Alice Yates from Senator Levin's office said there's been 
"tremendous support" for the letter. 

With a little luck, this letter will reverse the proposed 
budget cuts, or at a minimum raise awareness and bene¬ 
fits of this trails program. 

Statewide Trails Planning 

Our Michigan RTCA office as well as the Michigan Trails 
and Greenways Alliance are spearheading a Statewide 
Trails Planning program. This program is developing a vi¬ 
sion and action plan which “will lay the groundwork for the 
future of Michigan's trail system.” The MMBA is actively 
participating in this program along with other trail groups 
across the state. 

At the program’s kickoff workshop, DNR Director Becky 
Humphries was a keynote speaker. She began by talking 
about the value of trails and partnerships before bringing 
up the IMBA report card, our B+ grade, how Michigan 
compares with other states, and how great it is being near 
the top. 

After sharing this with Dennis Hansen, one of the MMBA 
founders, he said, "You got to be kidding! I guess moun¬ 
tain biking has arrived!” 

Environment Michigan Campaign 

The Environment Michigan group has started a Million 
Acres Project to help designate 10% of the DNR land hold¬ 
ings as state natural areas. The problem? Under current 
law, mountain biking is a prohibited activity in state natural 
areas. 

In discussions with Environment Michigan, banning biking 
is an unintended consequence that they didn’t realize until 
we'd contacted them. They added, “Our goal is not to limit 
mountain biking but rather to get more areas protected for 
wildlife and recreation.” 

We agree and are currently working with them to come up 
with a mountain biking exemption that would “help to get 
more lands protected for all types of non-motorized recrea¬ 
tion.” 


Until that exemption is in place, we’re asking MMBA mem¬ 
bers hold off on supporting the Million Acres Project. 

Protect Your FUNds 

The MMBA has endorsed the Citizens Supporting Pro¬ 
posal 06-01 Campaign which got underway in May. 

As you know, the conservation and recreation programs of 
the DNR are funded primarily by users through fees, per¬ 
mits, and licenses. If Michigan voters approve Proposal 
06-1 on this November’s ballot, it would prevent the Gov¬ 
ernor and Legislature from diverting these recreation and 
conservation-related restricted funds to other state pro¬ 
grams. 

Though mountain bikers haven’t suffered from any di¬ 
verted funds, the precedent was set when former Gover¬ 
nor John Engler raided the Waterways Fund for $10 mil¬ 
lion. 

MMBA.org Use Soars 

In May of 2005, the mmba.org web site averaged 2,016 
visits every day. In May of 2006, it rose 39% to 2,803. 

On the day after the Fort Custer race we had an unbeliev¬ 
able 3,979 visits in one day! 

DNR Updates 

Blame it on election year politics: The DNR Land Consoli¬ 
dation Program on is hold. This program is was in the 
middle of evaluating all DNR surplus land and determining 
which ones should be kept and which ones should be 
sold. Through the years, the DNR has been given a lot of 
property through tax foreclosure and most of these prop¬ 
erties don’t fit with the DNR’s mission. The DNR was 
looking to sell these and use the proceeds to buy land that 
does fit their mission (e.g. in holdings.) 

Through this program, the DNR was looking at selling a 
former chunk of Proud Lake known as the Nike Missile 
base. We’ve been working with the DNR, Oakland 
County Parks, and others to ensure this property remains 
as parkland. 

Motor Vehicle Pass sales are up 8% this year compared 
with this time last year. Did you know that 16% of them 
are sold to out-of-state visitors? Camping reservations are 
up 1.5% with cancellations down 17%. This mirrors an 
approximate 2% increase in Michigan Tourism seen this 
year so far. This is good news for our state parks since 
they rely heavily on these user fees ever since the legisla¬ 
ture eliminated the taxpayer support. 

There are no recent updates on the Comben case cur¬ 
rently before our State Supreme Court. As mentioned in 
previous newsletters, if we lose this court decision, our 
main grant source for park land acquisitions could lose 
hundreds of millions of dollars. 
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North Country Trail Updates 

Rob Corbett is no longer the executive director for the 
North Country Trail Association. The position has been 
eliminated for now. Jennifer Tripp, the Director of Devel¬ 
opment and Communications has stepped up and will as¬ 
sume some of Rob’s duties. They’ve also hired additional 
Regional Trail Coordinators to help shift some of the work¬ 
load to a regional level. 

There’s been conflicting reports on whether or not the NCT 
is open to mountain biking in the U.P.’s Hiawatha National 
Forest. It seems the final answer (for now) is the trail is 
open unless posted closed. Apparently there are some 
closed sections on the eastern portion of the National For¬ 
est. Our contact at the Hiawatha, who is also a mountain 
biker, says that while the NCT may be open, mountain bik¬ 
ers might find the trail disappointing to ride. Bruno’s Run 
or Grand Island are his preferred riding destinations within 
the Hiawatha. 

National Forest Updates 

The Big M parking lot and entry road are being paved this 
year and should be completed by the time you read this. A 
well is also getting installed. 

The MMBA is opposing the President’s plan to sell national 
forest land to fund the Secure Rural Schools program. Our 
national forests are a recreational asset to all the genera¬ 
tions that follow. It is simply wrong for this generation to 
sell portions of them in order to fund today’s budget short¬ 
falls. If this plan goes through, we could lose up to 5,677 
acres in our Hiawatha and Ottawa forests. 

Top 100 Bike Shops 

Congratulations to the four Michigan bike shops that made 
the Top 100 NBDA retailer listing: the Ada Bike Shop, 

Brick Wheels, Two Wheel Tango, and Breakaway Bikes. 

400.000 Kids 

In May, the Governor's Council on Physical Fitness, Health 
and Sports distributed Get Moving, Michigan brochures 
to 400,000 Michigan children. The brochure promotes be¬ 
ing active, walking/riding to school, and "the joys of pedal¬ 
ing our bicycles along the many regional trails that wind 
through our state." The brochure mentions the MMBA web 
site is as an on-line source for mountain biking trail infor¬ 
mation. 

Pontiac Lake to Highland 

Oakland County Planning is starting to study a connection 
between the county headquarters in Waterford (along 
Telegraph Rd.) to Downtown Highland. This trail would 
connect Pontiac Lake and Highland as we mentioned in 
earlier reports. 

Leadership Academy 

The MMBA recently participated in a Leadership Academy 
session for future DNR, DEQ and MDA leaders. Other 
invited stakeholder groups included Trout Unlimited and 
the Sierra Club. The session focused on improving the 
DNR, including its relationship with stakeholder groups like 


the MMBA. In speaking with others afterwards, it seems 
the MMBA was invited because we’re viewed as a leading 
up-and-coming stakeholder group. 

Hunqerford Mountain Bike Trail 

The Forest Service is beginning a planning process to 
analyze the Hungerford Mountain Bike Trail. Options in¬ 
clude maintaining the trail in its present location, relocating 
the trail to another area, or abolishing/conversion of the 
trail to other uses. They understand the trail requires main¬ 
tenance, additional signing, and physical barriers to deter 
horse use and motorized uses from affecting the riding 
quality of the trail. They are not seeing much use of this 
trail system by mountain bikers and are interested in input 
from those who do ride the system at Hungerford to help 
them in their planning strategy. 

The MMBA hosted an on-line survey and 
got 55 responses. That was more than the 
Forest Service expected. As of now, the 
survey is closed but if you have any com¬ 
ments please send them to Kathy Bietau, 
kbietau@fs.fed.us

MMBA Testimony in Support of Senate Bills 1224 & 1225 

Thank you, Senator Gilbert and members of the Senate Trans¬ 
portation Committee. 

In 1899, Horatio Earle of Detroit was elected chief consul of 
Michigan’s League of American Wheelmen. His vision was to 
improve Michigan’s roads and laws to make bicycling safer 
and more efficient. A year later he successfully ran for a seat 
in the Michigan Senate. 

And to give you an idea of the political strength of cyclists at 
the turn of the century, he ran on a League of American 
Wheelman ticket. 

In the Senate, Earle he introduced legislation that greatly 
shaped our state’s transportation landscape, some of which 
created a Michigan department of transportation and was our 
first state highway commissioner. 

I have no doubt that if Horatio Earle were alive today, he’d 
either be on this committee or speaking before in favor of 
these two bills. 

Senate Bills 1224 and 1225 have one common theme: Safety. 
Cyclists and pedestrians are among the most vulnerable mem¬ 
bers of our transportation community. This group represents a 
disproportionate fourteen percent of all highway fatalities. 

We realize that these bills alone will not make our roads safer 
overnight. However, they are one component of a campaign to 
make Michigan a safer place to ride a bike. Our groups and 
members are working with MDOT and other road agencies 
across the state to improve Michigan’s cycling facilities; to take 
advantage of federal non-motorized grants; and to keep up 
with the Chicago’s and Denver’s. 

Now, you may ask why the Michigan Mountain Biking Associa¬ 
tion supports these bills. We like to ride on narrow dirt trails 
and actually look for obstacles to ride over. 

The fact is that more and more mountain bikers are riding to 
their local trails using roads and rail-trails. We often ride the 
roads when the trails are muddy or snow-covered. We com¬ 
mute to work on bikes. We want to be able to safely ride down¬ 
town for ice cream with our families. And sometimes we even 
trade in our fat tires for the skinny ones.

With near record-breaking temperatures in the 80’s 
over Memorial Day Weekend, summer’s here and the 
time is right for dancing in the seat (or should I say rid¬ 
ing in the saddle?).

Plans are in 
motion for the 13 th annual Copper Harbor Fat Tire Fes¬ 
tival on Sept. 3. The event will feature 21 & 13 mile XC 
races that have a reputation as the most challenging 
race course in all of Michigan and a true festival atmos¬ 
phere in this end of summer classic.

Southeast Chapter News 

Rouge Park 

The Rouge Park trail had it's first trail day on May 20th and 
prior to that, Trips for Kids helped the MMBA by removing 
200 trash bags of debris out of the park. Trails Days are 
scheduled until September of 2006. Plans for 2006 in¬ 
clude: finishing up the Trojan loop by building some board¬ 
walks, shoring up a few off camber sections, and finishing 
up the last part of the flagged sections near Joy Rd. In 
July, there will be a new section of trail to flagged and 
ready to be cut. The trail has been maintained very well 
and several users (dogs, deers, walkers and riders) have 
been seen along the trail. The Warrendale Community 
Organization recently included Rouge Park as part of their 
"Cool Cities" Grant application for the amount of $3,500. If 
we are granted that money there will be a whole lot more 
to see in the near future. Harvey Santana is scouting new 
terrain that promises to bring some challenging climbs and 
single track. 

Lakeshore 

Lakeshore Park is in pretty good shape right now. We are 
trying to stay on top of trimming and fixing any problems 
that creep up, so the trail will be in great shape for the race 
on July 23. The recent rain did expose some problem 
spots which will be addressed shortly. The worst of these 
spots is right after the bridge coming back from the 754 
loop -- this spot will be our next priority. The city recently 
did some landscaping around the new kiosk and it looks 
great! 

ILRA 

By the time you read this, we should have approval for 2 
out of 3 needed re-routes on both the Blue and Yellow trail. 
One re-routed section will be the sandy descending turn 
towards the Blue/Yellow intersection, the other re-route will 
be the wetlands and badly eroded climb on the yellow as 
you near the Huron river overlook. These two will be easy 
to get done over a couple of weekends. 

A third re-route, which is waiting approval, will be for the 
section that parallels the park road up on the ridge. A long 
time ago, we were forced to use a narrow, badly designed 
hiking trail switchback. Riders then discovered a wash that 
they could go straight down. When it finally became too 
badly trenched out to fix, we bandaged it with the current 
line down to the road crossing. It has lasted almost 6 
years, but it is now endangering a couple of the mature 
trees, and also the users of the trail when it's dry and 
dusty. This re-route is going to involve some advanced 
building techniques and some major bench cutting to do 
properly, so the district planner is working more closely 
with us and will require more time to get approval. 

Once approval has been granted for the first two re-routes, 
we'll schedule and post for trail days. Until then, please 
feel free to carry a small pair of pruning shears on your 
rides and trim back the face slappers that pop up daily 
along the corridor.

Also the trail is really getting thick, if anyone has time to 
trim some sections of the trail please feel free top use 
loppers and hand tools (not power tools). Remember, 
the proper cutting should be several feet off the trail and 
above the trail - think tall riders and low sagging 
branches. Anything that seems like it might be in the way 
should be trimmed. Just keep in mind that the plants will 
encroach back to the trail every season, so feel free to 
trim back and make the trail width 4 to 8 feet wide, and 10 
feet tall. If you do volunteer at any of the trails please for¬ 
ward your hours to the local trail coordinator or local 
chapter leadership. They will record your hours for the 
First Across the Finish Line ( F.A.F.L.) awards. All volun¬ 
teers who put in 10 + hours receive a FAFL prize and 
acknowledgment at the annual MMBA meeting (Feb). 

Mavburv 

We have done some new re-routes, adding a couple of 
rock drops, log/rock climbs and another rock garden at 
Maybury. We have also been working on the trail so that 
winter riding should be approved this year. The race plan¬ 
ning is going well and many people have already offered 
to volunteer their support. If anyone would like to volun¬ 
teer for the race (mostly day of volunteers) on August 
26th to please shoot an e-mail to Mike Flack. Also our 
roaming Tuesday morning crew has been cutting and 
trimming, and the group is growing as well. Anyone inter¬ 
ested in volunteering at Maybury on Tuesday mornings 
should contact Dave Poirier or Mike Flack.
